a worshiofWl conetituency. He did not 
know that this powerful office-hoider 
was the head of a corrupt party ma- 
chine, and that this hine was the 
inainepring of the ting in the State.

The President agreed with the 
Attorney-General, and Heney was per- 
mitted to tnangurate his great work.

is capital. We are growing: our pop- 
ulation increased 24 per cent.—-faster 
than any other country; our birth 
rate 16 per cent. above our death 
rate; Italians and Spanieh, Englieh 
and Germans, come giadly to our kind- 
ly soil—why do not the Yankees take 
a real interest in us? It ie mot our 
chotce that we are Buropeanized, we 
cannot help ourselves, and we are too 
small to fight gur own batties. We 
can become independent only when 
we are industrially free, and when, by 
new aceretiuon from without, we learn 
to govern ourse’ves wisely from with- 
in. How can vou to guide us 
when vou do not even know us’ How 
can you give us advice when you have 
no real interest at heart?

AREA AND POPULATION. 

The area of New Mexico ts 122,469 
square miles, or about 78,428,800 acres. 
Based on the school census, the regis- 
tration and the vote cast at the last 
Bowe election, together with what is 

wn of the immigration last year, 
the Governor puts the present popu- 
lation at from 290,000 to 300,000. Nearly 
all the new settlers are Anglo-Saxons. 
Many of the people with anish or 
Mexican names, now use the English 
language entirely. is a ma- 
terial increase in the circulation ot 
English newspapers in Spanish, Mex- 
ican and Indian families. The total 
population divides at about 62 per cent. 
of those three nationalities, and about 
38 per cent. of Anglo-Saxons and oth- 
ers. 

SHEEP AND CATTLE. 

On the first of January, 1906, gov- 
ernment reports showed 4,000,000 sheep 
in the Territory, worth now abou 4,- 
000,000. The increase in sheep has n 
large this prosperous year. The de- 
mand for New Mexico sheep this year 
has been greater than it ever was in 
the past. For many years past sheep 
and wool growing have been the most 
important industries of New Mexico. 

The cattle industry did not do 80 
well in 1906 as in years. Various 
causes, mostly outside, kept back ship- 
ments. 

‘ FOREST RESERVES. 

The five forest reserves cover 5,211,241 
acres. This year the people of New 
Mexico realized more fully the value 
of the forest-reserve policy of the 
Federal government. The reserves 
contain more than 20.000,000,000 board 
feet of timber, of which 10,647,000,000- 
feet is marketable, though at present 
much of it is not accessible for trans- 
portation. However, it will be in time. 

In 1906, 205,567,064 board feet of lum- 
ber was sold by the  forest-service 
department, producing $466,188. These 
forest reserves afford the protection 
by which a water supply is perma- 
nently assured.

In 1906 fiscal year, the home- 
stead entries were 6108, covering 1,-

settlements” entries, covering 7325 
acres. These figures do not include 
the coal, mineral, small holding, nor 
cash entries. 

COAL AND COKE. 

The coal fields of New Mexico em- 
brace an area of more than 1,000,000 
acres, containing more than 8.000.000. - 
000 tons of coal. During the past year 
vast strides have been made toward 
development of the coal mines. Refer- 
ence has been made to the large opera- 
tions gf the Dawson Coal Company. 
Other companies are also pushing out. 
The industry employs 22909 men and 
sixty-four boys in the mines. Indi- 
rectly, four times that number are 
employed in operating the mines, cut- 
ting and hauling timber, maintaining 
hotels and boarding-houses, stores and 
transportation of the coal to railroads.

Carloads of Precious Article Roll 
Into Santa Fe Yards and Much- 
Abused Dealers Give Sighs of Re-

The coal famine win be broken to- 
day. 

This was the cheering news coming 
from coal dealers’ headquarters yes- 
terday afternoon. And last night the 
first carloads of the precious black 
nuggets rolled into the Santa Fe 
yards. It was a welcome sight to the 
men who have been trying for the 
past few days to mnooth down the 
ruffied feelings of old patrons, who 
eried for coal and were, perforce, ro- 
fused it. 

Has the coal famine become wide- 
spread? Listen to an old-timer on 
the market: “The only place that 
hasn't complained for the lack of coal 
is N.“ 4 

ther vigorous, perhaps; but it 
certainly expresses the feelings of the 
overburdened coal supply men, who 
have been practically working in tthe 
dark, so far as knowledge as to when 
their supplies would arrive was con- 
cerned. 

Day after day the larger dealers have 
felt confident thet their troubles were 
about to end, that enough coal would 
certainly arrive at once to relieve the 
situation until shiploads arrived at 
San Pedro or San Diego. 

But dally the shortage grew, and at 
last the little dealers were cut out 
altogether. les were fortunate 
if they got a sack of coal) when they 
ordered a dozen. More often than not 
the order was turned down entirely. 

The Diamond Coal Company was 
fortunate in securing a few dribbling 
carloads: but days ago these ceased 
to arrive. The black diamonds were 
doled out, a few sacks to this dealer, 
a few to that one; and tab was kept 
on the orders yptil it was enough to, 
put gray hairs in one's head. 4 

The appearance of the coal men at 
the Santa Fé offices became a dally 
event. They begged for coal; they 
pleaded for coal; they demanded coal 
in their flercest tones. 

Finally the officiala got busy. They 
tried to trace coal) trains, and to hus- 
tle them along when they got stalled 
\gomehow on desert sidetracks. It had 
‘Tittle effect. To be sure the train

DEATH EN DS 
NOVEL CAREER. 


— — 
S. P. Creasinger Dies in the 
Soldiers H ome. 
“Barrel of Money” Man Was 
a Well-Known Figure. 


Misfortune Overtook Him at 
the Last. 


Solomon P. Creasinger, locally famous 
as the “Barrel of Money” man, ts 
dead, after a striking career of over 
twenty years in Los Angeles and 
Southern California. 

He died at the Soldiers“ Home, Fri- 
day, from a stroke of paralysis. The 
body was brought to Los Angeles, and 
the funeral will be held tomorrow 
morning at 16:20 o'clock in the chapel 
at Bresee Brothers. It will be strictly 
private. 

Mrs. Creasinger and her daughter 
and son-in-law, Dr. and Mrs George 
Pomeroy, arrived yesterday from Oak- 
land to attend the funeral services. 
The body will be laid to rest In Ever- 
green Cemetery. 

Solomon P. Creasinger was born in 
Perrington, Mich,, sixty-four years 
ago. His early life was spent in that 
State, and when a young man he en- 
gaged 


in the lumber business. Later 
he became interested in banking. 

When the Civil War broke out he 
became a member of an engineering 
corps, and served through the entire 
war. While in the service of the gov- 
ernment he met with a severe accident 
while engaged in military bridge build- 
ing near Nashville, Tenn.. and received 
a wound in his back which he carrie! 
throughout the remainder of his life 
In his last years he received a pension 
from the government in recognition of 
his services. 

He married Miss Clara A. Jones in 
Michigan, and te them were born two 
children, a son, who died in early life, 
and a daughter, Grace Creasinger, who 
is now the wife of Dr. George 
of Oakland. 

The Creasingers came to California 
in and itmmediat settied in 
Los Angeles. It is doubtful if a more 
striking and unique personality was to 
be found in the business circles of this 
city for a dosen years than 8. P. 
Creasinger. 

NOVEL PERSONALITY. 

He was really the first enthusiastic 
advertiser of his own personality in 
connection with his business that th* 
Southwest had ever seen; and the nov- 
elty of his methods was only equalled 
by the largeness of his ideas in - 
mercial and business ventures. His 
was a striking figure. More than six 
feet in height, he weighed 260 pounds, 

was a man of much personal mag-

He was a man of enthusiasms. 
Whatever hep nned to undertake as- 
sumed, to his mind, an importance 
which made it a sure success, and he 
in some manner had the faculty of im- 
pressing this same point of view upon 
others. 

In short, he was a man endowed with 
many of the qualities of the successful 
promoter; and in his career in Los 
Angeles this fact was given full em- 
phasis. 

He firat entered the real estate busi- 
ness here with J. C. Oliver. and after 
about six years of partnership he with-

HAD A BARREL. 


And Creasinger had the money. He 
did a general loaning business, and 
funds came to him from many sources 


preachers, teachers, widows, and wom- 
en eartiing small salaries sent their 
mites to the “Barrel of Money” man 
to invest for them, and that he for a 
considerable period paid them high 
rates of interest on the dribs 
vent, but which made a large total 
with which he swung big operations. 
Creasinger invested In many vorts 
of enterprises, but most largely, prob- 
ably, in Southern California ranch 
lands. He owned a magnificent orange 
and lemon grove at Covina, a tract of 
sixty acres. He owned the Matis 
Hot Springs, in Veutura county, and 


expended $50,000 th re in the ereetion 


of bath-house, hotel, ete. He at one 
time made large investments in lande 
near the City of Mexico, but later his 
title to these lands was declared im- 
perfect, and he lost heavily in the 
venture. He also invested extensively 
in the town of Ensenada, Mexico. 
Like many another speculator, the 
mining industry had great fascination 
for him, and his investments in this 
line were humerous. The chief of 
these was the Red Cloud gold mine 
proposition, near Salton. He was made 
president of this company, and those 
who are in a position to know state 
that he took out of this property much 
more than he ever invested there. In 
connection with his operations at the 
Red Cloud, Creasinger purchased the 
famous Corn Springs, the largest sweet 
springs on the desert, at which a stamp 
mill was erected, and which was op- 
erated with success, 

METHODS. 
But with all his large ideas and his 
many investments, the man was pe- 
culiar in his business methods. He 
did not hurry his collections, and 
eventually his creditors began to push 
him for settlements when he found 
money coming in very slowly. It was 
said that many of his trans ictions 
never were recorded in any beok, 
— 4 attempted to carry them in his 
mind. 


Finally, the crash came, in 1902, when 
insistent creditorg threw the man into 
bankruptcy. and all of the scattered 
properties were placed in the hands of 
a receiver. Bventually the creditors 
received a little more than 20 per cent. 
on their Investments. 
While the business was in course of 
settiement Creasinger received a stroke 
of paralysis, from which he never re- 
covered.

Everybody admits, or 
rather asserts, that it is the emotion prompting a 
Christmas gift that counts, not its money value, and 
yet almost everybody who thinks a good deal about the 
cost of the presents he makes thinks at least a little 
about the cost of those he receives, and is disturbed if 
the balance is large either way. The truth is that the 
Christmas giver, not the Christmas giving, is in need 
of reformation. The trouble with the custem is only 
in its abuses, and every one who will can remedy them 
for himself.—[New York Evangelist.

KIND oF Foop.

OVERNMENT experts have discovered a new 
kind of food. They would like to introduce it as a 
breakfast dish, if proper arrangements could be 
made. It ig palatable, wholesome, nutritious, and ought 
to be reasonably cheap. 
The food in question is furnished by the seeds of the 
great yellow water lily, which in southeastern Oregon

which when fully ripe undergo quite suddenly a curious 
sort of decomposition, as one might call it, literally 
melting and dropping into the water a mucilagenous 
fluid in which the seeds are beld. It is at this stage 
that the pods are most eagerly sought. the seeds hav- 
ing obtained a maximum of flavor and tenderness.
